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Herbert A. Graves is Mysteriously 
Attacked in His Office 



CRUEL GHOST CAUGHT 



Detectives Solve Mystery of Cruel 
Treatment of Animals, 



Tito most mysterious criinrt known in 
Kenosha in n decade wan committed be- 
tween ten mid twelve o'clock Monday night 
when mi unknown person secreted in the 
'offices of dm A. h. Fleifel Building com* 
finny, sbot Uerbort A. Graves. Jr., n son 
of II. A. On iv I'M, II format] In tho plant of 
the Itacino flarnwara companynt Racine 
Graves saved himself by throwing up liis 
hands and the bullot which was front n 22 
calibre revolver panned directly through his 
left bund and no vital spot was^toucbed. 

At tho Uiuc tbo shot was fired, tho per* 
won, firing it was within a few inches of 
his or her victim, ns the powder from the 
revolver blackened tho shirt worn by 
«; raves, Jijst over the covering of the 
tienrt was a (jrcat mass of powder' burns, 
und tliiH shows that the person who fired 
<lit> shot bad como with Ihu intention of 
committing murder. > 

The caeo was reported to tho police just 
uftor midnight, but Graves gave out such 
a small slorypf the shooting that tho police 
were unable to get to work on the case till 
nfbrnlng. One' suspect, a well known 
Kenosha younit man was taken by tho po- 
lice, but when he was seen by Graves, tho 
-wounded man stated that ho was not the 
man who Bred the shot, 

Gircumstiintinl evidence in tho case 
seems to indicate Hmt tho shot that wound- 
ed Graves was fired by a woman, aud that 
the woman was disguized as a man. Graves 
is evidently willing to tell all he knows 
about the shooting, but at tho sumo timo 
bo is witling to do nil he can to shield the 
identity of Ihe woman who it ts thought 
possible held the revolver. 

He left tho npnrtments oE Mr. and Mrs. 
Flcgel at the Gerry Inn just after half past 
nine o'clock and returned to the office. He 
had lit tho lamp and had read awhile be- 
fore he retired to his Bleeping room in the 
rear of the suit. Ho wns just taking off 
his cloth cb when ho heard tbo latch of toe 
iront door click and thinking that he .had 
forgotten to lock tho door nnd that sotuo 
one had straggled in ho went to tho front 
part of tho offices. Just us he crossed the 
threshold leading into the front offico'somo 
ono shouted "throw up your hands." 
Just as Graven Ihrew up Ids hands u. re- 
volver wiia pushed directly in front of him 
nnd tho shot fired. Graves was dizzy from 
pain and fell to the floor and when ho

enme to his senses the room was empty. 
Nothing had been touched nnd two gold 
wnlchc*, which ho had in his pockets were 
still there. It was evident that bis assail- 
ant had not shot with a view of robbery. 
As soon 'ns possible Graves washed the 
blood from bis hand and hurried t o the 
doctor's office where tho wound wns dressed. 
Later the case was rcporled to tho police. 
Graves had jost time to get a glance tit tho 
person who fired tho shot. Ho declares 
that ho or sho wore a long cravanetto coat 
and had the face hidden by n handkerchief 
nnd when the command, throw up your 
hands was given it was in a disguised 
voice. 

Graves declares that ho has never hud 
any trouble with any man since be has 
keen in Konosha, but ho admits that it is 
possible the shot was fired by a woman. 
In this connection a weird' story is told of 
the infatuation of a married woman resid- 
ing in 1 tact no for the young man nnd tbo 
friands of Graves declara that tbo woman 
was in lovo with him before he en me to 
Kenosha. Tho woman and her husband 
were close friends of the Graves family. 
A short timo ago this woman canto to 
Kenosha and went tn tho office of young 
Graves and nt that time sho found him in 
conversation with a Konosha girl. There 
was a scene between the two women and 
Ginves admits that' before the/' Rncino 
woman left the office she threatened to kill 
him and com mitt suicide- Graves declares 
that he did not believe that the woman 
was in earnest but ho asked Hint her where 
abouts on Monday night be investigated. 
Ho refused to divulge tho name of tho wo- 
man nnd declared that should it be found 
that it was she who fired the shot he would 
not prosecute her. 

After, the shooting of Graves the police 
went to his apartments and secured several 
letters which tend to carry out tbe theory 
that Graves was shot by the Racine woman. 
One of these letters spoke of tho trouble 
with the other woman nnd ut the .eatuo 
time' told Graves that tho woman was plan- 
ning Buicidc. In the opening of tho letter 
the woman stated that she had come to 
Kenosha to kilt grave*. Other loiters 
found, from the saino woman showed that 
flint was exceedingly : jealous of Graves. 
Tbo letters were signed simply "Cora" 
nnd bore a Racine postmark, '

After three months of hiding in a house 
declared to be' haunted, county detectives 
have solved another spook mystery and 
captured the ghost. Tho cause of tho ter- 
ror which bad spread through tho country 
side turned out to bo the granddaughter 
of Mrs. Kntterine Oneil, n wealthy resi- 
dent of tho town of Salem, Konosha Coun- 
ty, whose residence nnd farm have been 
the scene of tho ghost's exploits. 

Several months ago Ihe mystery began 
to develop. Windows in Mrs. Oueil's 
h on bo wero broken by some unknown 
uyency. They were replaced' only to be 
broken. again. Through tho broken panes 
a face would bo seen peering. Immediate 
Bcnrch of the room where tbe apparition 
had appeared would develop nothing; but 
broken glass' Popular superstition soon 
began to assert.tltat six or eight faces had 
sometimes been seen for un instant^ star- 
ing wildly through tho empty wifidqw 
frames, 

Not content with breaking windows, 
the "ghost"' proceeded to lorn out cattle 
from the fields and drive them far from 
home. Then mutilation of tho animals 
began. Cows' tails were cut off nnd naili 
wero driven into tbe hoofs of hones. In 
the hoof of ono horse a' cartridge wns in- 
serted. 

The first flight turned to wide spread 
terror with these outrages and the "Onoil 
ghost" became famous. Mrs. Oneil, who 
has always lived a tecludcd life, was at* 
most prostrated. So much commotion was 
caused by tbo matter that the county took 
a hand in the affair.. About twelve weeks 
ngo delicti ves wero eent to tbe Oneil resi- 
dence The very day they arrived more 
windows were broken and the cattle onco 
moro^ero drivenmilea away. 

At first tho county officials wore inclined 
to tha, belief that the ice companies, which 
are at sword's points in the neigh boorhood, 
were trying to force a sale of tho Oneil 
farm. This clew, however, wns mo down 
nnd finally abandoned. 

Tbe idea that tho house and farm were 
haunted took firmer hold tha 4 ever in the 
minds of the neighbors. Tho detectives 
were absolutely nonpuleed. 

Not until the latter part of last was the 
truth* [earned. One of: the detectives, who 
had suspected the young woman, announc- 
ed that lie was going homo. He hid in 
the burn. In the early hoars of the morn- 
ing ho saw tbo girl steal nut of the house 
lie followed her. She went to a nearby 
field and began to turn loose tho cattle. 
Then tbe detective captured her, the young 
woman fainting when caught. Mrs, 
Oneil declines to prosecute, it being said 
that' her granddaughter is not mentally 
sound .

Method if Cleaning Machinery In 
German Shopr, 

Tho use of blotting paper for clean- 
ing machinery is a comparatively new' 
Idea— an Idea that has been tried 
successfully In German workshops. 

Tow, woolen refuBo sponge cloths 
and Juto waste are tho materials usu- 
ally employed for the cleaning of 
machines and parts of engines that 
are soiled by dirt and lubricating 
substances. • * 

The better varieties of cotton wasto' 
are very good for scouring purposes, 
but the cheaper- grades are charged 
with dust, and In using them a Bponge 
cloth, specially manufactured for tho 
purpose, has to be resorted to.. 

In employing blotting paper for 
scouring purposes the use ot cotton 
waste is decreased, and the spongo 
cloths are entirely .dlBponBed ' with. 
On an average d Gorman workman re- 
ceives under the former system 260 
grams of cotton waste, one hew 
sponge cloth, and one or two reno- 
vated ones each week. Now ho Is 
supplied with 150 grams- of cotton 
waste, and about eight or ten sheets 
of blotting paper," at a cost of two 
and a half cents, or ono-third tbo cost 
of the cotton waste. 

Tho paper ts not only cheap'or, but 
it does not soli the machinery with 
fibers and dust, as do the " wooled" 
refuse and tho sponge cloths. It Is 
also lees combustible tbah other clean- 
ing materials, and, if It should be 
caught In the machinery while en- 
gines in motion aro being cleaned, It 
tears easily, and the . ^workmen run 
no risk of having their hands drawn 
Into tho machinery.

' And the nnmo of tha undertaker who 
lowered tho remains- to their last reiting 
place was White — Lloyd White, of Wau- 
kegan having charge of this part of tho 
funeral arrangements, the lowering device 
being that' of the firm of Thacker & White. 
Kiit'of interest to know Unit Bowie's 
grave is sealed in a manner that it is ex- 
pected it can defy the elements almost until 
eiernily. 

Tho work of preparing a perfectly air 
and wnter tight resting place for Bowie 
was turned over to Fred Bairstow of Wau- 
kegan. It is not known what the cost of 
tbo grave is but it is judged by persons 
who looked at it while jt progressed that it 
would bo over 8500. 

In tho first place there is a six inch layer 
of stone all about tho grave nnd about that 
is a foot of solid concrete. This is scaled 
perfectly air fight, the workmen doing 
tho work immediately after the funeral was 
over. 

As the life of cement is yet unknown 
(because it has lusted ever since it has been 
tried) it is uncertain how long tho grave 
will remain perfect but somo venture to say 
it may be until eternity because asl timo 
goes on tho cement will becntuo nil die 
harder rather than give way. 



Secretary of Navy Writes Deneen 
Urging Wiping Out of Dives 



The United States government has of- 
ficially joined in the war to exterminate 
Highwood vice and to protect the new 
naval training school at Lake Bluff from 
tho evil influence of n similar plague 
spot. 

A delegation of Mayor Oibb's fellow- 
saloonkeepers, who hoped to stay the flood 
that is moving to overwhelm them, went 
to Springfield Tuesday. But lhair hopes 
of success vanished when a letter from the 
secretary of tho navy, Victor Metcalf, was 
sent to the house and senato in a special 
message from Oov. Beneen. 

The secretary wrote to the governor as 
follows: 

"Sir— A United States naval training 
station having bean located near North 
Chicago, III., provision has been 'made to 
erect on this property buildings and im- 
provements to cost 82,000,600. Tbo sta- 
tion is situated on a tract of land of about 
182 acres, which was presented to the 
United States government by the citizens 
of Chicago, 

"It ia located about one-hnlf mile south 
of North Chicago, and two and three-quar- 
ters milcii north of Lake Bluff, This point 
waB selected for the preliminary training 
of apprentices and men enltstod for the 
navy in the middle west. There will even- 
tually bo housed within its inclosure from 
1,500 to 2,500 persons.

Galveston, Tox. — Tho mystery sur- 
rounding the murderous midnight raid 
of the negro soldiers from tho Twonty- 
flfth infantry upon the people of 
Brownsville, Tex., on August 13 Inst 
year, has been cleared up. A full 
statement has been made by one of 
the discharged negroes to two repre- 
sentatives of tho Qalvcaton News. 

After soven months ot investigation 
by tho authorities ot the United 
States, during which time tho most 
searching Inquiry has fulled to shako 
tho testimony of tho negroes that they 
did not commit the outrage, what ap- 
pears to' bo the true version of, tho 
crime has been secured from one of 
the discharged soldiers, who admits 
that ho partia^y participated. Tho 
man has been living In Galveston a 
flargo portion of tho Umo slnco ho was 
discharged without honor from tho 
military service of tho nation which 
he swore to serve honorably, and Is 
utlll In tho city. 

According to the statement made to 
the reporters, tho outrage was not 
premeditated, but was tho result of an 
alleged Injury done one ot the sol- 
dlers by a white man in Brownsville 
about a half hour boforo tho raid was 
made. Tho negro was struck by the 
white man at a resort In Brownsville. 

The negro, returning to the bar- 
racks, seized his rifle and announced 
that he was going to kill the white 
man. Several ot the negroes promptly 
volunteered to go along and seo the 
work well done and to wipe out old 
scores which they had against tho cit- 
izens an account of tho Injuries which 
they claimed to have suffered. 

The negroes returned to tho bar- 
racks after committing the assault an 
the town, and many soldiers assisted 
in the hurried cleaning of the guns 
for the Inspection which followed soon 
after the Bhootlng In the town ceased. 

Apparently the soldiers from only 
one company participated In the raid, 
althougb practically the entire bat- 
talion knew that soldiers had done 
the shooting. 



NABBED WITH RICH JEWELS. 



Two Alleged Smugglers Are Wanted 
Abroad for Big Theft. 

New York. — Arthur Preston Green 
and Charles Rehrer, i passengers 
on the steamer Amerika, were ar- 
rested when the vessel arrived from 
Hamburg Sunday, charged with at- 
tempted smuggling. Diamonds and 
jewelry to the value of nearly $25,000, 
which the custom officials alleged the 
prisoners had failed to declare, were 
taken from them. Tho valuables were 
confiscated and the men held for ex- 
tradition. 

Though only tho charge of smug- 
gling was preferred against tho pris- 
oners here, it )s stated by the police 
that they are wanted abroad in con- 
nection with a theft of some $35,000 
worth of jewelry and precious atones, 
and the London authorities have been 
notified. On Wednesday the police re- 
ceived a cablegram from Scotland 
Yard asking that Green and Rohrer 
be detained upon their arrival on the 
Amerika. 



Forbach, G or many. — An explo- 
alon of flro damp In an under- 
ground shaft ot tho coal mine at 
Klelnrosseln, near here, resulted In 
tho death ot 75 minora and tho ter- 
rible Injury of 12 othors, Six of the 
miners were In tho shaft nt tho time 
of tho explosion, and aro still miss- 
ing. One hundred and seventeen oth- 
ors escaped Into adjoining galleries. 

Two hundred and ten men were 
in the mine when tho news was 
spread to the villagers near by that a 
terrible dtsnstcr had occurred. Soon 
almost the whole population of the 
countryside gathered at the mouth of 
tho shaft, among them being the fanv 
11 leg of tho men below. Rain was 
falling heavily and tho most distress- 
ing scenes of brief were witnessed as 
tho bodies wcro brought up by twos 
and threes and laid out under ft 
bla/e of electric lights. Many of the 
bodies wero so disfigured by tho foroe 
of the explosion that they wcro scarce- 
ly recognizable. The work of bring- 
ing out tho injured man and tho bod- 
ies or the dead was very alow, the 
gullerles being choked with wreck- 
age. 

The mlno belongs to tho De Wen- 
dels, one of tho richest mining fam- 
ilies or Alsace-Lorraine. 
■ Saarlouls, Rhenish Prussia. — Twen- 
ty-two miners were killed Satur- 
day morning at the Gerhard coal 
mine. They wore descending one of 
the shafts In a cage when the cable 
broke near the top and tho miners 
plunged down several hundred feet 
They all met instant death. 

The mine belongs to the Prussian 
government, which has already bo- 
gun an official Inquiry Into the acci- 
dent. , 

Saarlouls, whjch Is .situated In the 
Rhino province of Prussia, belonging 
to Franco until 1816. The town, lies 
near the French border and Ib approx- 
imately 31 miles from the elty of 
Treves, Prussia, The towa contains 
strong fortifications, which wero 
built in I860 by Vauban during tho 
reign or Louis XIV., but are of lltUe 
Importance now and ore used princi- 
pally ns barracks and depots. Tho 
industry ot tho town consists mainly 
of manufacturing and mining, the 
principal products being leather, wire 
materials and tho manufacture ot fire- 
arms. In tho vicinity of Saarlouls 
thero are extensive iron and lead 
mines and tho population in 1900 was 
7.1CI.

The 
shoddy gown holds its color for a Tew 
days, while tho nil-wool keeps its color 
to the very last thread, so also in solid 
colored walls, there aro shoddy walls 
and permanently colored walls which 
retain their color down to tho very 
last particle, Tho ideal wall coating 
never rubs off, never flakes nor chips 
off and Is niways ready for a fresh 
coat If there is wallpaper on the 
wall, soak it off with warm water, 
then go over tho plaster after you 
havo removed tho paper with warm 
water to remove every trace of pasto. 
Have the wall thoroughly clean for a 
clean wall cannot be built on an un- 
clean foundation. If tharo aro any 
particles of foreign matter adhering 
to tho wall Bcrape them off- with a 
putty knlfo. Then* If there are any 
dlscoloratlons on the wall, slzo it with 
a material made from cheap varnish, 
thinned down with benzine and japan 
added for a drier, then cover your 
wall with your tinting mntorlal. 

Be sure your man uses a tinting ma- 
terial mixed with cold water.

Bo sure 
that your wall is mado from pure ma- 
terials, then you will have a perma- 
nent, artistic, sanitary wall. A wall 
that will bo a "thing of beauty and a 
Joy forever."

EMPLOYERS' LIABILITY BILL. 



LABOR WANTS MEASURE 



Trades Union Representatives Have 

Been Working Hard for Its Sue- 

csss— Committees to Be 

Kept Busy. 




Springfield.— Tho employe ro' liabil- 
ity bill Is Rttro to bo productive of a 
Drlflk parliamentary light. Mr. Lnntz 
of Cook ami othors nro determined to 
detent the measure If possible and 
tin? debate mid notion of the house 
over this bill will bo watched with 
great Interest by the representatives 
of organ I zed labor, who havo noon 
working bard for Its success, Many 
of the more Important commit- 
tees bavo tholr work cut out for 
them this week. Tlio committee on 
license WW give a bearing to tho op- 
ponents of Mr, ApMndoc's bill prohib- 
iting the sale of liquor within a mile 
and an elgblb of Fort Sheridan, or the 
proposed navnl training Htntlon nt 
Lnko Itluft, and may take definite ac- 
tion on the measure. Last week 
tiie committee wont Into execu- 
tive session on tho bill, nnd If this 
action Is again taken this week for 
final action on tho bill, tho details of 
the work of tho committee nnd of Its 
members will bo made nn object of 
active search by those organizations 
seeking to destroy the brothels at 
Hlghwood. 




State Prison Labor Law. 

Tho present prison labor law pro- 
vides that the labor of tho convicts 
shall first bo directed to manufactur- 
ing goods Tor the state Institutions, 
and second to the manufacture of 
goods to bo sold In tho open market; 
providing, however, thnt not to exceed 
40 per cent, of the convicts shall be 
employed In manufacturing goods for 
the open market. Under the law It 
lias been found possible to give em- 
ployment to all the convicts,., and a 
decided betterment In tho health of 
tho convicts has resulted, Duo atten- 
tion, It Is asserted, has been paid to 
tho diversifying of the Industries so 
that competition with free labor 
should ho reduced to a minimum. Tho 
goods manufactured by tho convicts 
In Illinois under the Inw as passed by 
the last legislature, have yielded to 
the state a revenua of nearly $1,000.- 
(000, which Is applied toward the main- 
tenance of the penal Institutions of 
tills state, thus reducing the taxes 
tli at much. House bill No. G, Intro- 
duced by Hon, It. M. Chlpperfleld, of 
Canton, proposes a recnactment of the 
old law which proved Impossible of 
enforcement. Tho passage of the bill, 
It Ib claimed, would put nn end to the 
good work accomplished under the 
present convict labor law In Illinois, 
which bus attracted the favorable at- 
tention of prison officials all over the 
country. Sentiment among the mem- 
bers of the legislature does not Beein 
to have been crystallzed. Represen- 
tatives of organized labor have been 
beard by tho 'penal and reformatory 
committee, and the prison officials 
are stilt to be beard. 



Option Bill Defeated, 

Do rent by a vole of 70 to 
75 mot tho efforts of friends of tho 
hoiiHo Judlclnry committee's compro- 
mise local option hill. The vole wua 
Inken on motion to inblo tho Browne 
substitute, described In a (lory speech 
by Representative % h, Johnson, the 
Prohibition 1st member from Ilnlavln, 
as resembling real local option about 
as much as tho shattered Maine re- 
sembled a nraUclnna battleship nftor 
the oxploslon In' Havana harbor, 

Leo O'Neill Browne offered tho sub- 
stitute bill, which ho explained to bo 
a "slmon pure local option bill." Be- 
ing questioned, Browne admitted that 
under the bill rosldenco districts may 
volo out saloons and become dry, In 
other words, wards and precincts may 
nnt vote separately Tor or nfialnst 
saloons. The bill means that If any 
district of Chicago, for Instance, 
wants local option the question must 
ho put to votu of the wholo city, 

Browne's bin applies to all tho state 
alike. Chicago might go dry under 
It The measure does not. give rellof 
to largo cIUob, but applies to all 
alike; there aro no local option dis- 
tricts smaller than the city, town or 
village. 



Local Option Men Will Fight. 

Local option's defeat In < the house 
will not be accepted as final. That is 
the declaration made by Superintend- 
ent J. K. Shields, of tho Anti-Saloon 
league and Chairman Sheldon of tho 
house judiciary committee, who bad 
charge of th'o local option To rces In tho 
losing battle. Speaker Shurtleft also 
declared for a reopening of the fight 
Closer scanning of the bill has con- 
vinced Speaker Shurtloff thnt Chair- 
man Sholdon was correct when bo as- 
serted it would bo possible for saloons 
to take out ■licenses good for one year 
before an election is-ibold, at which 
any village, "city or other locality 
votes dry. Such a provlslou wodld 
practically nullify tho law. Repre- 
sentative Browne, the supposed au- 
thor of the victorious substitute bill, 
also conceded Chairman Sheldon's cor- 
rectness la asserting that the bill falls 
to apply to districts outside incorpor- 
ated villages In counties having no 
township organizations, There aro 19 
such counties In the state.

New Pure Food Bill In. 

If tho now puro food bill Introduced 
In tho sennlo by Senator Glackla, of 
Chicago, becomes a law It will abol- 
ish tho office or state puro food com- 
missioner and place Inspection, of 
food In the hands of local authorities. 
In Chicago the city board of health 
will be supremo In enforcing tho pro- 
visions of tho bill, which Is pnttornod 
ntter the rcderal food net. In coun- 
ties outside of Cook a county; pure 
food commissioner Is providod and 
the appointment Is to bo mode by tho 
county Judge, tho salary In counties 
of the first nnd second class ranging 
from |900 to $1,600 a year. Retail 
dealers aro protected In tho Qlackln 
bill nnd It Is understood they are be- 
hind the racn&uro, as thoyaro op- 
posed to tho house' bill on this sub- 
ject. Tho house bill holds the retail- 
er liable. In tho sonato bill it Is pro- 
vided that the retail dealer shall bo 
Immune from prosecution when ho is 
nble to produce a guarantee in Writ- 
ing from tho manufacturer.

Boost far the Two-Cent Bill. 

The house- flat two-cent railroad 
faro hill received courteous conaldera* 
tloU at the hands of' the senators 
when it was reported to tho upper 
branch. Mr. Berry, who Is handling 
on the floor tho railroad legislation 
proposed, moved that tho bill' bo 'ad* 
vanced to the order of Becond read/ 
lug without reference to committee. 
There was not n dissenting voto and 
the house bill took Its plnco on the 
calendar with tho senate rate bill pro- 
viding for classification of railroads 
for the purpose of fixing the rate of 
fare at • two cents for railroads in 
class A, nt 'l\k cents for class B and 
three cents for class C railroads. This 
action. on the part of the senate Is tak- 
en by sotno to mean that .the senate 
will even tn ally accept the houso two- 
cent fare measure. 



Railroad Revenues Fall Off. 

Tho fact of a decrease or $2,241,- 
492 in passenger revenue on Illinois, 
railroads Is shown In tho annual re- 
port of tho railroad and warehouse 
commission to Gov. Deneoa. This fact 
Is given in a statement by tho commis- 
sion advising that no baBty action bo 
taken in the reduction of passengor 
rates. Tho commission accounts for 
the decrease la passenger earnings by 
tho large Increase In olectrla Interur- 
"ban roads which parallel the existing 
Bteam . lines, The total mileage' of 
steam rallroafiB in the state on June 
30, 1906, when the report was duo. was 
21,731. According to tho latest avail- 
able reports, this represents a greater 
mileage than any. other state in the* 
union. 

Blow for State Architect. 

A well-defined effort to abolish the 
office held by State Architect Zimmer- 
man developed whon Speaker Shurt- 
left In the house referred a bill to this 
■effect to tho committee ou labor ■and 
industrial affairs. Tho passage, of k the 
bill .would bring about ireo compotl- 
tlon among architects for plans for 
state buildings. Tbore ; ia a story 
afloat here that the bill Is part of ft 
plan to seek revenga on tho ! state ar- 
chitect for declaring the Elgin Insnno 
isylutn to be a flrotrap. 



Last Day for New Bills. 

.Resides being tbo official, field day 
for fighting to a finish the local option 
controversy in the lower house, March 
14 was notable as the last day oa 
which new bills can be' Introduced In 
that body except by universal con- 
sent. Tile grist of bills by representa- 
tives this year far exceeded previous 
records. Tho members of the house, 
too, have proved themselves far more 
prolific In tho production of curious 
and unique bills than the senators, 
who havo Introduced leak than G00 
bills, while tho first hill presented in 
tho houso March 14 was numbered 736. 



Railway Bills In Senate, 

The houso two-cent faro bill and the 
senate rate classification* measure, 
which aro both on second reading, re- 
main tho two most important bills on 
the calendar of the BCnate. With tho 
exception of the advancement of*- the 
house maximum fare bill to -second 
reading, railroad legislation In - tho 
senate was not touched last week. 
The members of the upper breach in 
the meantime have bad ah opportun- 
ity to study both bills, and It is stated 
they will be called up .this week; 



Abolishes "Third Rail." 

If two bills 'brought before the 
house by Representative Laadmesser 
nro enacted tho overhead trolley will 
havo to <be' abolished to give place to. 
underground power and .elevated' 
roads will havo to abandon the third 
rail. The anti-third rail bill, would 
compel the Chicago elevated roads 
and tho Aurora surface road to 
change their systems, and the trolleys 
bill would make all Chicago street 
cars use the underground system. 

To Bury Soldiers' Widows. 

'At a' meeting of the house commit- 
tee on soldiers and sailors' home, 
houso bill 634 was favorably acted 
upon, It provides for the burial ot 
tho wife, widow or mother of volun- 
teer soldiers or sailors at public ex* 
pauBG not to exceed $36. 



Englewood, N. J. — By tho burn- 
ing of Helicon Hall, the home ot 
tho Upton Sinclair Co> Operative Col- 
ony Saturday, one man, Lester Griggs, 
a carpenter of Providence, R, I., was 
killed and eight of tho colonists were 
injured In Jumping from windows. 
Mrs. Graco McCowan Cooke, a well- 
known writer of short stories, Is be- 
lieved to bavo suffered fatal injuries 
and her sister, Miss Allco McCowan, 
also a Writer, and Miss Leonlo Foch- 
tenborg is badly injured. The finan- 
cial loss Is estimated at $35,000, Fit- 
ty-flvo members ot tho colony and 
workers employed by them occupied 
the building, which was a thrce-stary 
structure located on a hill top and 
formerly used as a school for boys. 

An explosion of gas, which occurred 
on tho main floor, started tho flro 
about dawn. As there -were no fire es- 
capes, and exit by the stairways was 
cut off by tbo fire, tho colonists, In- 
cluding men, women nnd children, 
Jumped from tho windows. Tho men 
who wore first to go attempted to 
catch tho women and children in" blan- 
kets used as flro nets, but Mrs. Cooke, 
Miss McOowan and some of the others 
were badly injured by' striking 
against a. coping in tholr fall. A num- 
ber of the colonists escaped by ropes 
"or by Jumping only a short distance 
from the root ot a porch. Those most 
seriously Injured were taken to Englo* 
wood hospital. The building was .to- 
tally destroyed.

MARVEL AFTER DARK PANIC. 



Absence of Failures In Stock Market 
Attributed to Prosperity. 

New York. — Men In tho finan- 
cial district are marveled Satur- 
day over tho way tho "street" ■ stood 
tho shock of two days of tho severest 
liquidation the stock exchange aas 
known In several years, together with 
tho accompanying severe slump la 
prices. Not a firm Is reported in diffi- 
culties. This is attributed largely to 
the long period of prosperity which 
the country has enjoyed. 

The cheer that was heard at tho 
close of tho session on the stock ex- 
change Friday, following a day of sub- 
stantial rally wag echoed across New 
street, for the "little board,"- too, had 
weathered Che storm. The Consoli- 
dated could not claim the proud record 
of tbo "big exchange,'.' since there was 
one failure Thursday, but as in the 
case of the stock exchange, every 
broker met his obligations after that 
at tho clearing . houBo. President Og- 
den C. Uiuld Insisted that the smaller 
exchange, lllco the larger, had dis- 
played an endurance .and resistance 
unprecedented In Wnll street's history. 

There wero many reports regarding 
tho source and backing ot' Friday's 
rally. Some credited It to E. H. Harrl- 
mon, others to tho Rockefellers. If Is 
known; however, that Thomas F, Ryan 
and the Morton Trust company put 
close to $4,000,000 In tho purchase of 
securities. Mr. Ryan, it Is said, bad 
not previously been In .the market for 
three years.- ' 



Three Men Implicated In Paving 
Scandal Fined at Columbus, O. 

Columbus, O. — Throe of tho 
men Indicted by the grand Jury 
for accepting nnd giving bribes In con- 
nection with tbo Broad street paving, 
pleaded guilty Thursday whon ar- 
raigned. They ate Nelson Cannon, 
former manager of tho Trinidad Pav- 
ing company of Cleveland; Arthur 
Beck, former assistant city engineer, 
and Alfred Shoemaker, former city in- 
spector. 

Cannon, Beck and Shumaker were 
fined as follows: Cannon, $6E>0; Beck,

It is of a 
greenish color,* with little Bhrivoled 
leaves, and when eaten dry has a 
pleasant, spicy taste. ' 

"Wo havo Just, had tidings Uiat 
Cousin Nat and his friend, Captain 
Morris, intend to arrive hero on. tho 
31st of December. Uncle Nathaniel 
says wo will havo a tea party to sit 
tho old year out and the new year in, 

"Wo cooked a beautiful dlanor and 
our guests all enma. I wore my new 
blue gown with some lace In tho neck 
and tied back my curls. 

"Aunt Content has been much pes- 
tered ia her mind because, she knew 
not how to cook the ten and serve It, 
and after our neighbors had arrived 
she. confided to them her perplexity. 

"Mrs. Lieutenant Macy said she had 
heard that it ought to be well cooked 
to bo palatable, and Aunt Edward 
Starbuck said a lady in Boston who 
bad drunk tea told her that It needed 
a good quantity of steeping, which 
wae tbo reason it was so expensive. 
So Aunt Content bung tho bright five- 
gallon bell metal kettle on the crane, 
and putting a two-quart bowl full of 
tea Into it, with plenty of water, 
swung It over the fire to boil. 

•"When I was Inying tho table I 
board Lydla Ann say, T heard that 
when tea is drunk it gives a bril- 
liancy to the eyes and a youthful 
freshness to the complexion. I am 
afraid that thy sister-in-law failed to 
put In a sufficient quantity.' 

"So Aunt Esther put another bowl 
full of the ten Into the kettle.

SMALLER TOWNS CRUSHED 

Dy Assisting In the Centralization 
t fof Wealth, Patrono of Theso In- 
stltutions Contribute to Tholr 
Own Injury.

Every year millions upon millions of 
dollars find tholr way from tho towns, 
villages and rural districts of the' conn* 
try to the coffers of the mall order 
houses in tho cities, nnd go to the un- 
building or enormous Institutions In 
tho centers of population. Naturally, 
the sources from which the contribu- 
tions aru inndo suffor accordingly. 

Figures over toll a bettor story than 
words. Hero aro figures which toll 
a story so stupendous tbnt Its full sig- 
nificance cannot bo grasped In a mo- 
ment, hut the moro sight of which are 
a wo inspiring: 

In the year 1005 two mail order 
houses, located in Chicago, did a busi- 
ness amounting In round numbers to 
$£0,000,000. In tho year 1901 theso 
Bit mo concerns did a business of about 
$02,000,000, a gain of 118,000,000 or 
nearly 30 per cent, in n single year be- 
ing thus cxhlliitod. 

Theso figures represont'tho sale laat 
year of one dollar's worth of merchan- 
dise for every man, woman and, child 
In the country by two catalogue houses 
alone, and those operating from the 
siinie central point, Dozens moro of 
varying size and importance aro oper- 
ating all over tho country from coast 



pie as a whole shall ho protpenmf. 
Such. general prosperity aa may exist 
rnnnot bo retained If the Institutions 
of tho already larger and wealthier 
communities are to continuo to be 
built up by cuntrlhutlonB that should 
bo spent nt home from tho thousands 
of smaller communities. 

Tho neod of tho country, n desper- 
nto need upon which tho welfare ot 
the Individ mil depends, Is for the 
upbuilding and continued progress of 
tho amnller communities, so that tho 1 
wealth of. tho country may bo distrib- 
uted over tho entire country, and not 
congested and controlled In largtt 
amount s In a, comparative few centers 
of population. 

Therefore, tho man who aenda away 
from his own community monoy which 
ho might havo spent at home and per- 
mitted a fair profit to tho homo mer- 
chant to bo retained thero for the 
benefit of tho community, is injuring 
his community, nnd thoreby the pros- 
pecia for his own futuro prosperity. 

In n largo number of Instnncofl he Is 
doing moro than this. Unwittingly, or 
unthinkingly, perhaps, ho Is violating 
his own principles of right and Juatlce, 
for, nt tho expense of his own com- - 
iminlty, ho Is needlessly contributing 
profits to Hie capitalistic combinations 
which ho contlnuouely cries out are 
menacing the couutry. 

The mall ordor giants direct their 
energies particularly toward the peo- 
ple ot tho sin alter towns and tho agri- 
cultural districts. In hundreds of 
thousands of tho homes of theso tho 
cntnlogno of tho mall brdar houno Is as 
regularly received as tho homo paper. 
Tho man on tho farm last year sent a 
very largo portion of eighty mill Ion a 
of dollars to two or theso Inatltutioas, 
in ono community, alone. 

In all sincerity wo ask: Admitting, 
purely for tho sake of tho argument, 
that tbo farmor or tho resident of the 
small community enn eavo a few dol- 
lars on aomo uf his purchases, or oven

Folk Denounces Mall-Order Idea. 

Addressing a meeting of rotnll mer- 
chants In Jofforsori city recently, Gov- 
ernor Folk, of Missouri, said: 

"Wo are proud of our splendid 
clttoB,, and wo want to Increase wealth 
and population, and wo also want our 
country towns to grow. We wish the 
city merchants to build tip, but we 
also desire the country merchants to 
prosper. I do' not believe in the mail- 
order cltiieii. If a placo Is good 
enough for a man to live In and to 
mako his money in, Its good enough 
lor him to spend his money in, 

"No morchant can succeed without 
advertising In ono way or another, 
Patronize* your town papors, build 
thorn up, and thoy will build the town 
up In Increased trado *and greater op- 
portunities. Do not bo afraid that 
business is going to bo hurt by tho re- 
cent exposures of wrong-doing in the 
commercial world."

It is useless to repeat (ho woll worn 
argument of the mall order concerns 
that they- are soiling ! goods enough 
more cheaply than the merchants la 
tho regular channels ot trade to liavo 
their customers more money than 
ever to- devote to homo enterprises 
and Institutions. Tho fallacy of this 
statement has boon proved ovor and 
over again by actual and minute com- 
parisons of goods, as to their quality' 
and prlceB. To rofute It finally and 
indisputably by a simpler and moro 
direct method it is hecesBary only to 
ask the reliable business men of any 
of the smaller communities to show 
the evidence from tholr books and ac- 
counts of tho harm the mall order, 
habit Is doing tholr communities, 

It Ib a truth as old as tho hills and 
as certain as the rising and setting of 
the sun that no country or section of 
a countryman, prosper unless the pso- 



itis answer must be that ho cannot' 

The wonderful productivity or this 
country has been sufficient to over- 
come the various adverse economic In- 
fluences /which bnYo existed .during the 
period of. years In which the mall or- 
dor bualuosfl - has accomplished Its 
greatest "growth. Everyone bos boen 
"getting along pretty well." While tho 
increasing flow or golden millions rrom 
tholr source In tho land of tbo coun- 
try to the already great centers of 
money nnd population has held back 
tho growth of tbo smaller communi- 
ties, It has not yet occasioned .a great 
disaster. Tho toBt will come with the 
first. pinch of "hard times," a condi- 
tion which no country ovor lias been 
able to cscapo at recurring Intervals.
